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[Embodiment] 

Figure 1 is an enlarged longitudinal section view showing in 
a relaxed configuration a high pressure seal ring for an airplane to 
which the present invention is applied. In Figure 1 , the seal ring R 
is mounted in an inner peripheral annular groove 2 in a housing 1, 
and includes a front-side elastic ring (e.g., a rubber ring) 4 and a 
rear-side polytetrafluoroethylene based resin ring 10. A slide rod 
3 is inserted into the housing 1 in an axially movable manner. 
The elastic ring 4 includes a front end having a front-open, 
U-shaped cross- section on an oil pressure chamber 5 side thereof. 
Lip portions 6, 7 are formed on inner and outer peripheral end 
portions of the front- open U-shaped front end, respectively. The 
inner peripheral lip portion 6 is pressed against the slide rod 3 and 
the outer peripheral lip portion 7 is pressed against a bottom face 
of the annular groove 2 . 

A taper surface 8 of the elastic ring 4 is fit onto a taper 
surface 11 of the resin ring 10. More specifically, the taper 
surface 8 is formed at an inner peripheral surface of a rear end 
portion of the elastic ring 4, and the diameter of the taper increases 
as it nears the rear end of the elastic ring 4. The taper surface 1 1 
is formed at an outer peripheral surface of a front end portion of 
the resin ring 10, and the diameter of the taper decreases as it 
nears the forward end of the resin ring 10. These taper surfaces 8, 
1 1 are fit onto each other. Each of the taper surfaces 8, 1 1 as 
shown in the example has a taper angle 6 of approximately 45 
degrees. 
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
